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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the. 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Webb (U.S. 6,542,371). 

Webb discloses a high thermal conductivity heat transfer pad comprising all of 
the applicant's claimed and disclosed limitation of the instant invention. Furthermore, 
with respect to a distribution of carbon fibers within the viscous matrix material 
wherein orientation and location of carbon fibers relative to each other are movable 
upon flow of the matrix material; and suspending a number of carbon fibers with a 
substantially random orientation in three dimensions within the non-adhesive viscous 
matrix material, can be found in (column 4, lines 12-26; lines 42-65, and column 5; lines 
9-50). 

3. Webb, further discloses the use of a distribution of carbon fibers suspended 
within a solid or semi-solid matrix material (column 4, lines 43-67 and column 5, lines 
16-27). 

Wherein given the disclosure and teachings of Webb, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention for the high thermal 
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conductivity heat transfer pad to have a distribution of carbon fibers within the viscous 
matrix material wherein orientation and location of carbon fibers relative to each other 
are movable upon flow of the matrix material (semi-solid material); and suspending a 
number of carbon fibers with a substantially random orientation in three dimensions 
within the non-adhesive viscous matrix material. 

Doing so would provide a thermally efficient heat transfer pad having enhanced 
thermal heat transferring characteristics.
